If, while reading the following pages of this book, 
the reader will keep these few facts in mind, a much clearer 
understanding of the contents will result. The format or 
style used in this book is known as the Modified Register 
System, which has been refined by the National Genealogical 
Society. 

Three types of numbers are used: one to uniquely 
identify the individual, one to indicate the generation into 
which that person falls, and one to denote his or her 
birth-order within the nuclear family. The identification 
numbering system used in this book is called By Generation. 

The starting person is 1, his first child is 2. All the 
children are listed as generation number two, the 
grand-children are listed as generation number three and so 
on. Each person is assigned an ID number in sequential 
order by generation. 

When an individual is introduced in his/her separate 
sketch, the name appears in boldface letters with the 



surnames in all capital letters. The name is preceded by 
the identification number. The last given name is followed 
immediately by a superscript number indicating the number of 
generations from the starting individual in this book. In 
parentheses following the name is a list of direct ancestors 
back to the starting individual. Only the given name is 
listed, preceded by his/her ID number, and followed by the 
generation number in superscript. 

NOTE: When the list of children is presented, the 
plus (+) sign indicates that more about this child will be 
presented in his/her separate sketch. 

The ID number is printed, followed by M/F indicating 
the sex. Next a small roman numeral in front of the name 
designates birth order. Next the name is followed by the 
birth and death dates. 

The index is arranged alphabetically by surname. 
Under each surname, the given names are alphabetically 
arranged. The name is followed by the year of birth and 
death in square brackets. The number to the right indicates 
the page where this name appears. The wife appears under 
her maiden name and under her married names with her maiden 
name in parentheses. 

This book will be part of a larger work, the Richard 
Henry family, when completed. Hopefully it will be housed 
in the Library at the Mormon Genealogy Center in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, as well as the Albuquerque, New Mexico, Special 
Collections Library.

Delburn attended Dodge City High School 
and played football and basketball there. 

He didn't want to graduate so he could keep 
playing, but did, and went to work with his 
brother in the dry cleaning business. He 
tended to get in a little trouble with 
drinking and after the police followed him 
home one night for nearly wrecking the 
cleaning shop delivery truck, he left town 
and went to Houston, Texas, where he worked 
as a bellhop at the Rice Hotel. He seemed 
to enjoy that work, but the second world war 
started and he was inducted into the air 
force. 

He told me of being lined up at bootcamp 
and they were asking for cooks in the 
outfit. All he could see was guys with 
shovels in the hot sun and he said he was a 
cook! He remained so throughout his service 
career, though he had never cooked anything 
in his life. He was overseas, stationed in 
the Marianna Islands. He took his discharge 
in California and went to live with his 
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brother, Roger, and his family, and returned 
to the dry cleaning industry. 

He was of slight build (5 1 6” or 5’7", 140 
pounds), cigarette smoker, and a fairly heavy 
drinker until his later years when he 
developed liver problems and cancer of the 
mouth. He passed away at the San Francisco 
VA Hospital and his ashes were scattered at 
sea, as was arranged for and directed by him. 
I always heard and understood that he had one 
true love that didn’t work out and he never 
accepted the fact and remained single. 
Reference 70, p.2. 

140. m v. Donald Eugene HENRY, born 29 November 1917 in 
Dodge City, Ford, Kansas, died 3 September 
1937 at the Aragon district, Belchita, 

Spain. 

Donald graduated Dodge City High School 
and went to Kansas University to study 
psychiatry. 

Probably because he was raised in the 
depression he was drawn to liberal causes. 

He became involved with the YMCA, the Young 
Communist League, and other youth groups at 
the university and became a leader in them. 

His first meeting was May 18, 1936. It 

was a well-organized group, and he assumed 
the alias, probably to conceal identity, of 
Donald Eugene Scott, Code Number Q-207, for 
registration in the Young Communist League. 

His K-book, or record book of activities, 
reflects his attending a "recruiting 
session" March 12, 1937, and it is supposed 

this is a meeting where he was recruited to 
join the red forces in Spain. He also joined 
the American Student Union and served as 
President of the Kansas University group. 

In the summer of 1937 he and Kenneth 
Graeber, a close friend in school, went to 
New York where they embarked on the ship 
Acquitania, a ticket and $5 spending money 
being furnished by the party. While in New 
York he was not permitted to call his 
brother lest their mission be disclosed (or 
perhaps he chose that option). 

A letter written at sea revealed an 
uneventful, but very interesting crossing. 
Landing in Cherbourg, they went to Paris, 
there receiving more funds and tickets to 
the Spanish border, which they crossed on 
foot. That experience was told by Kenneth 
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Graeber: "...the biggest thrill of my time 
there. It was the crossing the Pyrenees to 
get into Spain. The trip was made at night 
and took 14 hours, going up nearly every 
step of the way. Close watch was kept for 
border guards, and it was necessary to ford 
many mountain streams. I think it was the 
most thrilling of my experiences, because it 
was a romantic sort of thing. It was the 
kind of stuff I had read in books..." 

There he first wrote home his true 
mission, the trip over, and the life in an 
army camp. He was supposed to be on a mercy 
mission of first-aid with the Red Cross, but 
upon arriving he was placed in the infantry, 
later transferring to the machine gun 
service. But he and Kenneth Graeber took 
many hours of first-aid training and were 
qualified ambulance service. He had his 
pack stowed in the ambulance when he was 
ordered out; being only 19 years of age, he 
was not a qualified driver. One source, a 
transmittal report to the Dies Committee of 
the House UnAmerican Activities Committee by 
a Special Committee of the Kansas House of 
Representatives, recites that he was moved 
into the front lines and after coming 
through the offensive against Quinto, he was 
killed during a drive against Belchite in 
Aragon. A bullet entered his chest and 
pierced a lung and he died the following 
day, September 3, 1937, in a temporary 

hospital near La Azaila. His grave was not 
marked and its location is unknown, but it 
is supposedly near the hospital. 

Ken Graeber, though, reported his death 
during an interview as follows: "On arrival 
in Spain, guards took the English-speaking 
to a training camp. Some were kept there 
three months but Graeber was assigned to 
ambulance duty in less than a month. He 
passed the test and then he suggested that 
Henry be given a chance. "'Don passed, too, 
and he had his clothes all packed in the car 
ready to leave, but for some reason the 
officials decided not to let him go. 

Perhaps they thought he was too young. But 
they gave him a more dangerous job as first 
aid man with the medical corps. He had to 
go out on the battlefields and bandage the 
wounded and summon the stretcher bearers.'" 
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"'It was in the attack on Belchite in the 
Aragon province that Don was wounded,’ 

Graeber said. ’His death came after he had 
been in actual warfare only two months. He 
was shot in the chest with a rifle bullet, 
and buried near a hospital at Azaila.'" 

"Don was known as the crack first-aid man 
on the Lincoln battalion and I can say 
sincerely that he was respected and liked by 
all his comrades, for many of them went out 
of their way to tell me so. I was not with 
him when he was wounded, but I do know this: 
He was aiding his wounded comrades when under 
heavy fire he was hit. It was a position of 
great danger, but Don considered it his duty 
to be there." 

Many of the papers and letters he wrote 
were taken as evidence by the Dies Committee 
in an investigation instituted by Donald’s 
father. As a result of the investigation the 
Chancellor of Kansas University was 
implicated and hearings were held concerning 
the incident. There were many column inches 
of newspaper space devoted to the on-going 
investigation and several formal reports 
prepared. Articles, copies of letters, 
memorials, are contained in Ref 119. 

Donald was never married. This compiler 
remembers well a "suitcase" that Don had for 
sending dirty clothing home every week or two 
and his mother would wash and iron it. Then 
by reversing a cardboard insert in the lid, 
it could be returned to him, fresh. As I 
remember seeing him, he was of slight build, 
perhaps 5’8", 150 pounds. Sister, Georgia, 

remembers him as being blond headed and close 
to six-foot tall. 

Let me set forth a poem written by his 
mother on a scratch paper with pencil, and 
found among the materials on file at the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade Archives, located at 
the Brandise University. 

"My darling 

"They laid him in a homley (sic) grave 
across the ocean wide, we know not where 
"No sacred hymn was sung for him 
"No man of god was there to offer 
prayer; those who loved him, mother, 
father were not there. 

"God was there. His angels carried his 
dear soul to that home beyond the sky, 
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that home not made with hands. Three long 
years have passed yet we mourn we greive 
(sic) we can not understand 

"Some bright day when that vail is 
lifted, ah yes we 1 11 understand. 

"Mother."

NOTES for Grace: 

Grace was born in Siolam Springs, but that city is not 
indicated on a map of Illinois. She told me of going to 
Garden City on the train from Illinois when she was quite 
young, around 1890, I guess, and taking a wagon to Ulysses, 
Kansas, a town about fifty miles from Garden City. The 
family apparently lived in a cave the first year until they 
could build a sod house, called a "soddie". She told of her 
father and perhaps her brother or uncles, who would go to 
Garden City for supplies in the wagon and be gone for 
several days, leaving the women alone. I don’t believe she 
finished school - never heard of it, anyway. Her mother 
apparently died when Grace was quite young - perhaps nine - 
and Grace then had to raise her siblings. I understand her 
father was not a nice man. 

Went to Nickerson, Kansas, where she worked in a bakery 
and diner and met her spouse there. See his biography. She 
used to tell of having to cook, after she was married, for 
the prisoners in the jail where Edwin was a deputy. She was 
terrified of the place. She told of when she was in Pueblo 
as a young lady that she and her sister would go dancing and 
leave Edwin to tend the kids. She was later a strict 
teetotaler, and would not knowingly permit any alcohol in 
her house. She was short (5’3") and always as I remember 
her, fairly stocky. She was a night person and hated to go 
to bed "for fear of missing something". 

Never having much in way of luxury, she was a hard worker 
all her life, and seemed to not know the word "tired". (Ref: 
Howard W. Henry). 

Obit shows she went to Nickerson, Kansas, as a young girl 
with her family. Ref. 70, p.4. Club affiliation Ref. 70, 
p.9. Obituary and news clippings from scrapbook, copies in 
files of Howard W. Henry. 

NOTES for Edwin, II: 

Ed was ten years old when the family moved from Illinois 
to Dodge City by covered wagon. He used to tell how the 
movies made it look so glorious -- horses and nice trails 
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when in reality they had but an oxen for power and a cow for 
milk along the way to pull the wagon. (Other reports on his 
father from news stories relate they used mules). The people 
didn't ride, everyone walked the entire distance. The wagon 
was full of supplies and all their worldly possessions. They 
mainly ate rabbits and hardtack, covering about eight miles 
a day. 

His father homesteaded about five miles south of the 
city. They moved into Dodge City about 1886 (Reference 70, 
p.5, 6). 

When Ed was about 18 he and a friend took their horses 
and worked their way down to Arkansas and Louisiana, where 
they worked building railroads. He told Ken Hutchinson, 

Jr., and me about the ever-present bully who made life 
difficult for everyone in the camp. One day the bully took 
some of Ed's tools - a pick or shovel - and refused to 
return them. Finally Ed could put up with it no longer and 
after a rather heated argument, Ed took an ax handle and 
proceeded to "work over this bully." He got his tools back. 

To put some force in his efforts, Ed told the bully, "Every 
morning you come out here and say, 'good morning, Mr. 

Henry,' or I'll work you over again." Needless to say, the 
bully didn't remain at that job too long. 

After traveling around the country for some time, Ed 
eventually landed in the Topeka area -- I am not sure just 
where -- and learned to deal cards. He was a dealer at a 
gambling casino for some time and was quite adept at 
"stacking the deck". Georgia Henry reported that he told 
the kids that if they thought they would make some easy 
money gambling to forget it because those dealers WERE going 
to win. He even taught me how to take the deck, once it had 
been cut, and with one hand in the air put it back to the 
original stack. 

In 1903, on one of his trips back to Dodge City, he and a 
friend "rode into town" at Nickerson, Kansas, and stopped at 
the local restaurant/bakery for dinner. Grace Meeks was 
working there at that time and he told his friend to go on, 
that he was going to stay and "marry this girl". (See 
comments on his father, who met and married his wife in much 
the same way.) 

I don't know just how long the courtship was, but they 
married one week before her 19th birthday. I asked mother 
why she didn't wait and do it on her birthday, and she said 
"He asked and I was afraid he'd get away in a week's time, 
so I didn't want to wait." They went to Dodge City and he 
worked as a deputy sheriff for Ford County, and I understand 
lived at the jail in the basement of the county courthouse. 

I believe he worked for Sheriff Ham Bell. Mother talked 
about how this stupid man took her, a young girl, into a 
jail and she had to cook for the prisoners. She felt it was 
a rather dangerous position in which to put such a young 
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girl, and I guess she was more than a little afraid. 

Son Edwin was born in Hutchinson; Georgia was born in 
Newton; Roger was born in Halstead. I am not sure what his 
occupation was, but it's apparent that he was moving around. 
I believe he was a farmer most of that time. I remember him 
telling me about having inherited some land from his sister, 
Isabelle, who was quite wealthy, but that he soon lost it, 
not being a very good farmer. (See T. S. Henderson, and 
letters in files.) They moved to Pueblo where he worked on 
the railroad and lived at 1505 E. 6th. Many of Grace 
Henry's relatives lived in Pueblo. 

Moved back to Dodge City in about 1914, buying the 
Merchants' Delivery in 1914, and son Donald was born there 
in 1917. He had wagons and teams of mules and would deliver 
groceries or merchandise to residences for merchants. The 
business grew with the city and he made regular "buying 
trips" to Kansas City to buy mules, etc. It was also 
suggested that he went to "get out of town for a party" 
since Grace didn't permit gambling, drinking, etc., in her 
home. His delivery service had several wagons and almost 
every teenage boy worked on the mule wagons -- kind of a 
community employer like the newspapers. He never made the 
transition to automotive power, I guess feeling the mule 
would never be replaced. I have no memory in my childhood 
of the wagons, so I feel that the business must have been 
discontinued about 1925. The economy slowed down, the 
depression was coming, and I remember dad telling me that he 
was just going for "one last good time" when he fathered me 
at 53. He was still painting Dr. Pine's house to pay for my 
delivery when I was a child. Georgia (Henry) Hutchinson has 
a photo of five mule wagons and some drivers that is dated 
1914, so dad must have owned the wagons by that time. 

The depression came and by that time dad was 60 years old 
and he never worked again after that. He did love to play 
pitch at the pool hall. I do remember he worked one summer 
during the second world war in the wheat fields on a 
combine, and by the end of the summer he was buying 
tailor-made cigarettes and he never rolled another one after 
that. We kids loved it when he smoked Bull Durham rolling 
tobacco and we had lots of little sacks for marbles and 
things. He smoked for about 65 years, dying of heart 
failure two months before this 81st birthday. He certainly 
had a full life and saw the American scene change from 
covered wagon to supersonic jets, and preparation for the 
flight to the moon. 

He was tall and slender (6'2" 150 pounds) and had rather 
good health all his life. He told me that he had an eye 
disease from a towel that you pull down to get a clean area, 
on one of his buying trips on a train and lost the right eye 
completely. Georgia reports that she believes he lost it 
from a cataract surgery that went wrong. After that his eye 
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would not hold and would roll back up under the lid, and 
caused a great deal of pain. He would have to lie down flat 
until the eye rearranged itself. He later then had it 
removed and wore a glass eye. 

Putting in his glass eye was always fascinating to the 
kids. For fun, I guess, sometimes he would put it in 
upsidedown. He apparently had gum disease, and this is not 
known for a fact, but his teeth all got very loose and since 
there wasn’t money enough for a dentist, he just pulled them 
himself. He never did go to the dentist, but let his gums 
get tough, never using false teeth. Georgia doesn't 
remember when that occurred, but it was late in life. I 
never saw him with teeth, so it must have been in the late 
1920s. 

I could never forget his admonishment to me: We may not 
have much, but I have passed on to you an honorable and 
untarnished name. Keep it that way and pass it untarnished 
on to your children. He felt that he may not have had much 
to leave me in worldly goods, but he did have an honorable 
name to pass on. 1 have kept it that way and pass it on to 
my children. (Persona reflections of Howard W. Henry). 

"Ed bought the Merchants' Delivery. I forgot who had it. 

It was six delivery wagons and mules. The barn was 
located, I think, a couple of blocks east of the Fairmont 
Creamery building (Dodge City, Kansas) and old Ben Hodges 
had a hut, owned by the city, where he lived next to the 
barn. Hodges was an old horse thief whose tendons were cut 
so he could no longer ride. He was an early settler. In a 
book called Old Dodge City there is a write up on him. Also 
Dad's picture with others is in the old Stone House (Museum) 
on Avenue A (Schmidt Residence) as one of the early 
settlers. "As a young man in Dodge City, Ed worked for Ham 
Bell in the livery stable. He worked there when Bat 
Masterson came to town. 

The homestead that grandpa Henry (Edwin Henry, I) took 
out was between Ensign and Minneola. His family lived in a 
place on what is now boot hill. They held church 
(Christian) in this home. "I remember one summer dad had 
cut wheat and we had a 'cook shack,' which later was the 
wash house, on Avenue C (in Dodge City). They did all the 
harvest work with mules, header barges. Goldie Bishop 
cooked for the harvest crew. Roger and I was there. I 
can't recall the sleeping arrangements but I remember the 
big long tables used to feed the men in the cook shack. I 
don't recall how long we were there, but for entertainment, 
Roger and I caught grasshoppers and at night we counted 
them, pulling off their heads. And we had an old mule to 
ride, 'Jinny.' She would get scared, buck us off. She 
would head for the hay rack and Rog and I had to walk back. 

"Dr. Pine and his nurse, Elizabeth O'Neal, delivered, at 
home, (the Henrys) Don, Connie, Howard, and (the 
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Hutchinsons) Ken Hutchinson, Jr., Beverly and Delburn." 

(Personal reflections of Georgia Mae Henry Hutchinson). 

"One of the stories Uncle George (George Henry) told me 
was that they lived south of the river in Dodge City and 
that the kids north of the river would gang up on them. 
George assured me that my Grandpa could lick just about 
everyone in Dodge City. Also, I asked Grandpa if he ever 
really cheated at cards. No one wants to think their 
Grandpa is a cheat. His response was simply, 'I never 
cheated if I was winning.' 

"I have often wondered how two people like Grandpa and 
Grandma, so different in many ways, could live together in 
such apparent harmony. Grandpa was by no means a drinker but 
he did enjoy a beer at the pool hall and Grandma wouldn't 
drink root beer because it had the nasty name 'beer'. 

Grandpa was a gambler and card shark while Grandma wouldn't 
play cards of any kind - she would play Rook, but they 
weren't the devil's cards. 

"Grandpa never, to my knowledge, set foot in a church - 
though mom says he did attend church somewhat in his earlier 
years - while Grandma went to church every Sunday and read 
the Bible every day. They must have had some magic ability 
to pretend not to notice the differences. Grandma was a 
true stoic. Though she had iron beliefs and principles, she 
never seemed to notice or make an issue of deviation from 
those principles in her family - and heaven knows, she had 
some in her family that violated many if not all of her 
principles. In retrospect, she actually seemed to favor the 
prodigals. Maybe she had the same magic ability to not 
notice the faults of her children. 

"Grandpa died a week before Darlene and 1 were married, 
so none of my children ever knew him. My fondest 
recollections were taking him to town and home from the pool 
hall. When 1 was working in high school, mom would 
encourage me to give Grandpa spending money to play pitch. 

If you gave Grandpa $5 and a month later you asked how he 
was doing, he would still have $2 left and complain of 
having a bad losing streak. 

"The other thing I remember was when everyone was trying 
to get Grandpa to stop driving that old 1931 Chevy that I 
think belonged to you (Howard Henry). Mom got me to buy it 
from Grandpa. That wonderful old man stuck it to me. He 

made me pay $35 for a 20-year old car that got 20 miles per 

quart of oil, wouldn't stay in high gear, had a broken 
windshield, and a wiper that only wiped one direction. I 
should have used his favorite line, 'If you want to rob me, 
get a gun.'" (An editor's note from Howard Henry: When I 
got home from the Navy in 1946 dad had bought that 1939 
green Chevy, and I thought it was swell that we at last had 

an automobile. The second day he hit me up for my $100 

mustering out pay I got upon separation from the service to 
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pay for it!) 

"I can also remember how mad he got one day when I took 
him to the doctor. Grandpa passed a Dodge City policeman 
that was wearing a green satin western-cut shirt and a black 
Stetson hat. All of Dodge City was going western - they 
were trying to get the Cowboy Hall of Fame. Back to the 
story. Grandpa was disgusted and I asked him why. He said 
something like this: 'I would like to see him wearing a 
black hat back in '83. Some Texas cowboy would have jerked 
it off and shot it full of holes. Cowboys didn't wear black 
hats. The only people that wore black hats were Mexican 
sheepherders.' 

"I also remember reading the biography of Wyatt Earp. 

The book is titled 'Wyatt Earp - Frontier Marshal'. The 
book contains excellent descriptions of Dodge City and 
Grandpa would verify them for me. He even verified many of 
the people and stories from the Dodge City Daily Globe." 
(Personal reflections of Delburn Raymond Hutchinson, 
Reference 117.) 


136. Edwin Ruthvan 2 HENRY, III (135. Edwin, II 1 ) was born 17 
March 1905 in Hutchinson, Reno, Kansas, and died 5 December 
1970 in Rochester, Monroe, New York. The body was cremated. 
He married Olga Matilda Pauline GERWIG (See number 183) 

27 August 1932 in Columbus, Franklin, Ohio. She was born 21 
August 1906 in Columbus, Franklin, Ohio, the daughter of 
Gustav Carl GERWIG and Julia Ida BERKLEY. 

They had 2 children: 

+143. m i. Edwin Ruthvan HENRY, IV, born 11 July 1938. 
144. m ii. Donald Carl HENRY, born 11 September 1941. He 
married Barbara Christine SCHOFIELD (See 
number 97) 23 June 1979 in the United 
Nations Chapel, New York, New York. 


NOTES for Olga: 

Olga graduated from high school in Columbus, Ohio, and 
was working there in a hardware store as a secretary. Her 
girl-friend dated a friend of Edwin Henry, and introduced 
them. Edwin would borrow a car or he would take the "owl" 
trolley at night from the south end of Columbus. After 
Edwin graduated with his doctorate in 1931 he went to New 
York University and got an instructorship, earning $2500 a 
year, and they married in 1932 in a simple ceremony taking 
place in her parent's home in the living room. Newspaper 
photo announcement Ref 70, p.7. 

Edwin's sister, Georgia, attended from Kansas, 
representing the family. Olga remembers that her father 
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made the beer. They lived nine months in a walkup apartment 
costing $50 a month. Son, Edwin Henry, IV, was born in 1937 
with lung problems and they "traded" a professorship with a 
New Mexico University psychologist and lived in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, for a year, that being sufficient time to cure 
young Edwin's problem. (Conversation with Olga Gerwig Henry 
September 28, 1992: Howard W. Henry). 

NOTES for Edwin, III: 

Edwin was a PhD psychologist, having completed his 
undergraduate studies in Psychology at Ohio State University 
and received his PhD in Psychology from that same school in 
1931. (Ref. 70, p.ll, 12). He married Olga Matilda Paulina 
Gerwig in 1932. (Ref. 70, p.ll). He served as a civilian 
in World War II, his eyes not being adequate for active 
military duty, suffering from the same affliction as his 
sisters, Georgia and Doris Constance Henry, where the eyes 
constantly move up and down. One doctor diagnosed this 
condition as nystagmus and seems to be caused from albino 
tendencies. He wrote or composed aptitude tests and other 
psychological tests for inductees. After the war, in May of 
1948, he was awarded the Exceptional Civilian Service Award, 
the highest honor for civilian participation in the war 
effort. The program was inaugurated in October, 1943, and 
at the end of 1947 there had been 728 awards with 72 being 
awarded for the year 1947. In 1962 he was appointed as 
Chief, Division of Selections of the Office of Peace Corps 
by President John F. Kennedy (Ref. 70, p.ll). 

When President Eisenhower retired from military life, and 
since he knew Edwin from his war time services, he asked 
Edwin for advice on what he should do with his life. Edwin 
asked who he admired the most and President Eisenhower said 
his brother, who was president of a university. Edwin told 
him that was one endeavor he should look into. Subsequently, 
President Eisenhower did become the president of Columbia 
University. 

Edwin was one of the early leaders in industrial 
psychology and authored and co-authored several texts. He 
was chief psychologist for Standard Oil of New Jersey with 
offices in Rockfeller Center, New York City. He traveled 
the world in that endeavor. He retired from Standard Oil 
and returned to his love, teaching, at the University of 
Rochester where he originated the PhD program for the 
Graduate School of Management. 

His son, Hank, tells the anecdote when Ed and a friend 
one day were going to the a ski lodge the friend had built 
in Vermont, and leaving work early Friday afternoon the 
friend remarked that it was nice they could leave early and 
not have to punch a time clock. Ed replied: "Yes, it's a 
good thing we get paid for what we know and not what we do." 

He had a second love after Olga, the lake house at Great 
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Sagandaga Lake in mid-New York state. 

He was 6 foot, 200 pounds, full of energy and liked 
working around the house. He died of cancer of the lymph 
nodes in Rochester, New York, just after retiring and 
planning to do many things. (Personal reflections of Howard 
W. Henry). 


137. Georgia Mae 2 HENRY (135. Edwin, II 1 ) was born 5 August 
1907 in Newton, Harvey, Kansas. She married Kenneth Lee 
HUTCHINSON, Sr. 5 July 1925 in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas. 
He was born 29 November 1905 in Joliet, Will, Illinois, the 
son of William Lee HUTCHINSON and Anna B. WILSON. Kenneth, 
Sr. died 9 January 1989 in Cimarron, Gray, Kansas, and was 
buried there. 

They had 3 children: 

+145. m i. Kenneth Lee HUTCHINSON, Jr., born 19 April 

1927, died 3 March 1989. 

+146. f ii. Beverly Ann HUTCHINSON, born 21 February 1930.

NOTES for Georgia: 

Georgia graduated from Dodge City, Kansas, high school 
but never attended college. She and sister, Connie, and 
brother, Edwin, suffered from what has been diagnosed as 
nystagmus, a condition where the eyes constantly move and 
jump. She married at 18, her spouse being employed at the 
ATSF Railroad. 

"During the second war she was active in the USO and her 
love for young people, she attracted many young GIs to the 
house. It became a home away from home. It was not unusual 
to have as many as 25 soldiers at the house over the 
weekends. One Sunday, Dad went to the car to go to work and 
there was a soldier sleeping in the car - the house was 
full. Grandpa (her father, Edwin Henry) had a major impact 
on her character. She is a competitive woman with 
independent character and pride which she passed on to her 
children and many of the young men that lived with her. She 
wouldn't back down from any adversity or admit defeat in any 
situation. She made lasting friendships and had a role 
model impact on many in her inner circle." (Reflections of 
Delburn Raymond Hutchinson, Reference 117.) 

She ran a "boarding house" for junior college boys in 
Dodge City in the Forties and in the Fifties moved to 
Hutchinson, Kansas, where she operated a home for the health 
and welfare department for displaced children. She and Ken 
were then house parents in a dormitory at the college in 
Hutchinson. After spouse's retirement from railroad, they 
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moved to Cimarron, Kansas, living near their daughter, 
Beverly. (Reference Howard W. Henry). 

138. Roger Harold 2 HENRY (135. Edwin, II 1 ) was born 8 July 
1909 in Halstead, Harvey, Kansas. Roger died 27 July 1964 
in San Leandro, Alameda, California, and was buried at the 
Chapel of Chimes, Hayward, Alameda, California. He married 
Katherine D. PRYOR in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas. She was 
born 3 October 1907, the daughter of Howard PRYOR and Anne 
Pryor NORINGTON. Katherine died 10 January 197 6 in San 
Leandro, Alameda, California, and was buried 13 January 1976 
beside her husband. 


They had 2 children: 

148. f i. Patricia Diane HENRY, born 6 November 1940 in 

Yakima, Yakima County, Washington. Pat was 
previously married to A1 Reymundo and 
divorced in 1976. No issue. She remarried 
to a Coleman, a brother-in-law of her 
sister. That marriage was very short and 
ended in divorce in the early Eighties. Pat 
is a good-looking lady, dark hair, lots of 
poise, like her mother. She was diagnosed 
as having breast cancer, but chemotherapy 
and other treatment arrested the condition. 
(Personal reflections of Howard W. Henry). 

"I worked at Hanes DSD Leggs Division for 
nine years. Worked as a sales rep and 
district manager and then moved to Los 
Angeles and worked at Rand McNally map 
company for five years as sales rep and 
district manager. I returned to the Bay 
area and worked for USA Maps as sales rep 
about two years and took over an antique 
shop. 

"Pam (Henry) and I entered into the 
Antique Shop business in 1992. We rent 
space and have 11 other dealers in our 
building. The business is good and the 
clientele seems to be growing each year. 
Hobbies are doll collecting, of which I have 
about 100, and bears." (Autobiographical 
sketch, 1995) . 

+149. f ii. Pamela Ann HENRY, born 19 January 1946. 

NOTES for Katherine: 

Katherine - "Katy" - was a slim-figured beautiful lady. 
She had been married previously, but I don’t believe there 
was any issue. I think she was married in Dodge City. She 
was manager of Sweetbrier’s, a ladies clothing store, when I 
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first met her. I sold and delivered weekly magazines. I 
was always very fond of her, and she would embarrass me 
sometimes in the store, having the women look at my "curly 
eyelashes." After the second world war, brother-in-law 
Delburn Henry, moved in with the family and lived in the 
garage, which had been remodeled into a sleeping room with 
3/4 bath. He stayed with them off and on for 30 years. I 
lived with the family for one winter while going to school 
in San Francisco. It was really more than Katy should have 
to put up with, especially in such a small home with two 
girls of her own, but she did. She will be remembered as a 
kind and beautiful woman. 

"Reference 70, an obituary, shows her sisters as Loretta 
(Pryor) Addison; Lila (Pryor) Bolen; Lorena (Pryor) Harman, 
and brother George Pryor. Reference in obituary to 
grandchildren, and in particular Alice Reymundo, who was 
step-daughter of daughter Patricia, married to A1 Reymundo, 
and that being his child. She was a native of Larned, 
Kansas, I believe, and was Catholic religion. I remember, 
as a child, attending a funeral for a Pryor in Larned at a 
Catholic church. (Reference Howard W. Henry). 

Georgia (Henry) Hutchinson has a memo among her papers 
that shows that Katherine was born on October 3, 1907, which 

I use for the date here. 

NOTES for Roger: 

Buried at the Chapel of Chimes Cemetery, Hayward, 
California. Roger was in the dry cleaning business all his 
life. He purchased a dry cleaning business in the Thirties 
in Dodge City, the Peter Pan Cleaners, and left Dodge City 
in about 1939, going to Reno, Nevada, then to Washington 
State, eventually ending up in San Leandro, California, in 
about 1943. He was not tall (S'7") but thin. He was a 
basketball player in high school and then attended Ohio 
State University for about two years. Compiler remembers 
when Roger would open the window of the dressing room of the 
Dodge City school gymnasium on game night and Howard Henry 
and Kenneth Hutchinson would sneak into the games. Compiler 
remembers when Roger broke his ankle during a game and had 
to be on crutches and got the bed to himself at home. In a 
four-room house where everyone shared beds, it was a 
disadvantage to the other kids. (Reference Howard W. Henry). 

141. Doris Constance 2 HENRY (135.Edwin, II 1 ) was born 7 
August 1922 in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas. She married (1) 
Dale HAGER in about 1943 in Ford County, Kansas. There was 
no issue and they divorced a short time later. 

Doris then married (2) Harold Randolph KETTERMAN 27 February 
1946 in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas. He was born 27 April 1922 
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in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas, the son of Harold Rufus 
KETTERMAN and Bessie Mae BECK. Harold died 17 September 
1965 in Kansas City, Jackson, Missouri, and was buried 21 
September 1965 in McPherson, McPherson, Kansas. 

They had 2 children: 

150. f i. Kristi Lynn KETTERMAN, born 9 July 1957 in 

McPherson, McPherson, Kansas. She married 
Rick BELSHE 1 June 1979/ there was no issue 
and they divorced. This information was 
extracted from a photo taken on the wedding 
day. 

151. f ii. Diana Kay KETTERMAN, born 11 September 1958 in 

McPherson, McPherson, Kansas. She married 
Bradford Keith HERMAN 13 August 1993 in 
Miami, Ottawa, Oklahoma. He was born 21 
September 1957 in Hutchinson, Reno, Kansas, 
the son of Robert William HERMAN and Betty 
Jane BROWN. Brad is a graduate of 
McPherson, Kansas, High School, 1975, and 
Kansas State University with a degree in 
Mechanical Engineering. He is employed as a 
Group Leader at Cessna Aircraft in Wichita, 
Kansas. 


Notes for Diana: 

Diana is a 1976 graduate of McPherson High School, 
McPherson, Kansas. She then attended Colby Community 
College in Colby, Kansas, from 1976 to 1978, graduating with 
an Associate of Arts degree. She then attended Wichita 
State University, Wichita, Kansas, from 1978 to 1980, 
graduating magna cum laud with a BS in Chemistry. She 
attended the University of Kansas Medical School and 
graduated in 1985 with an M.D. and Residency at St. Francis 
Regional Medial Center in Wichita, 1985 to 1988, in Family 
Practice. She was in private practice in Wichita for four 
years before joining the residency program at St. Francis as 
Associate Director in 1992, and is currently employed in 
that field (1997). She is also Assistant Clinical Professor 
of Family Practice with the University of Kansas Medical 
School. 

"I made it to all these schools by chance: Colby because 
I could have either out-of-state tuition or a car, and I 
picked the farthest place away from home in the state AND 
the car. Wichita State offered me the most money and I was 
fortunate enough to interview well at Kansas University. 

"I had my medical school career interrupted in 1981 by 
the diagnosis of Lupus, after which I took a year off to 
regroup. It is a chronic but relapsing illness, which I 
have so far managed to not let it run my life. But that’s 
not saying it hasn’t changed my life! Better living through 
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chemistry and drugs! 

"Brad (Herman) is also a graduate of McPherson High 
School and was in Kristi's (Ketterman) class of 1975. 

Pretty ironic that I married a guy that I used to hang 
around with since Junior High School. If you would have 
told me at age 15 or even 25 that I'd marry him, I'd have 
laughed you out of town. He attended several colleges (over 
several years) before graduating from Kansas State 
University at Manhattan, Kansas, with a degree in Mechanical 
Engineering. He currently is employed at Cessna Aircraft 
Company as a Group Leader. 

"Due to both male and female factors, no issue from this 
marriage!" (Autobiographical description, January, 1997.) 


NOTES for Harold: 

Harold was educated in Dodge City and entered the U. S. 
Marines in 1940 before completion of his high school. 

"He was in the tank corps and drove a tank through many 
invasions in the South Pacific. During the invasion of Guam 
he had to maneuver up a narrow hill path but he came under 
heavy enemy fire and was forced to abandon the tank after it 
was disabled. He jumped from the machine in an effort to 
reach safety and was shot, as I recall his telling the 
story, in the back. It was not too serious, but it sent him 
home with a purple heart and a discharge. He then returned 
to Dodge City and commenced study in TV repair and 
maintenance work, and successfully passed his GED to receive 
the high school diploma equivalency. Eventually he became a 
switchman on the Chicago and Rock Island Railroad (now the 
Cotton Belt) and worked at that job until his early death 
resulting from cancer. 

After the war and when he became employed on the 
railroad, he bought a Hudson Terraplane - certainly a sporty 
looking car. He loved beer and brewed quite a bit on his 
own. He and Connie (Doris) would come home to Dodge City 
from McPherson to visit every three or four weeks. One week 
they came home and he had a fresh batch stored in the trunk 
of his Hudson. Since Grace Henry would not permit alcohol 
in her home (if she knew it) he went to the car to get a 
bottle. He opened the trunk and there was quite an 
explosion as several bottles erupted, spraying his face and 
chest with fine shards of glass. I guess he picked glass 
out of his face for a long time. (Personal recollections of 
Howard W. Henry). 

NOTES for Doris: 

"Doris, or "Connie" as she was always known, completed 
high school in Dodge City. During those high school years 
the second world war was on and there was an air base at 
Dodge City, and a lot of GIs looking for fun. There were no 
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"nice" dance halls or USOs, just some beer halls that had no 
liquor age laws, since hard liquor was outlawed. To keep 
Connie from going to those places, mother Grace would make 
her take her little brother, Howard, along when she went out 
on these "dates." Well, little brother learned to really 
dance at those places, especially when the French pilots 
were in training there. 

"In her later years, after family raising and all, Connie 
started to travel and does so extensively. 

"She and sister Georgia and brother Edwin had eye 
problems, where the eyes moved and jumped all the time. A 
doctor diagnosed it for her as nystagmus, caused from being 
albino, but they were not true albinos. It caused a legal 
blindness situation, but they could see to do things all 
right. Never heard of this before or since in the family 
history." (Personal Reflections of Howard W. Henry). 


142. Howard Ward 2 HENRY (135.Edwin, II 1 ) was born 5 January 
1927 in Dodge City, Ford, Kansas. He married (1) LuAlice 
Irene DUNAHEE 18 February 1951 in Inglewood, Los Angeles, 
California; they divorced May 16, 1953 at Deming, Luna 
County, New Mexico, with no issue. 

Howard then married (2) Zona Gail EHRET 11 September 1955 in 
Santa Fe, Santa Fe, New Mexico. She was born 11 December 
1927 in Deep River, Poweshiek, Iowa, the daughter of Alvin 
Ernest EHRET and Mabel Evelyn MAHAN. 

They had 2 children: 

152. f i. Sharon Kay HENRY, born 2 June 1956 in Deming, 
Luna, New Mexico. Sharon was an athlete in 
early years, running long distance in track, 
and upon graduation from high school in 
Albuquerque, went to Oregon State 
University, Corvallis, Oregon, obtaining a 
degree in forestry. While doing so she 
volunteered as a fireman, living at the fire 
station.

Attended signalman school at Great Lakes 
January-May, 1945; Camp Shoemaker, California, enroute, and 
amphibious training at Oceanside, California, the summer of 

1945, practicing for the landing invasion of Japan that 
fall. VJ day occurred just before we were to leave for the 
orient, but we went anyway and stopped at Guam for about 30 
days. Brother, Delburn, was in the Mariannas but we were not 
able to make contact. 

Went on to Tsingtao, China, in October, 1945, and to 
Shanghai, November, 1945, where we were land based, 
occupying a former Japanese warehouse and office building.

We moved in September, 1957, to 
Albuquerque where I entered UNM for study towards a 
bachelor's degree in accounting and Zona was executive 
secretary for the Multiple Listing Service of the Board of 
Realtors. Daniel Kent was born at St. Joseph's Hospital in 
Albuquerque. 

I graduated in January, 1960, with a Bachelor of Business 
Administration, but soon returned to court reporting as a 
full time occupation, having a partner at first and in 1963 
going alone. I maintained a sole proprietorship and 
incorporated in March, 1963. In September, 1965, I became 
reporter for the U. S. District Court for the District of 
New Mexico, and occupied that position, along with 
maintaining the free-lance business and corporation, until 
the fall of 1982 when I resigned from court. 
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I did love court reporting; never hated my job, and 
always looked forward to going to work. I like the variety 
of cases, the pressure of deadlines, and I cannot remember 
ever being late in the delivery of a transcript. 

I worked 42 years at the profession, and figured I had 
taken testimony from 50,000 witnesses and had typed 
approximately 3.5 million pages of transcript. I started 
out with the old standard manual typewriter, most years 
being spent with the electric typewriter and carbon paper, 
before the advent of copying machines and computers. The 
last few years I did report with a computer. 

I served in all offices of the state association and did 
some guest lecturing at the national United States Court 
Reporters conventions. I was a member the full 40 years of 
the state and national associations and the federal 
reporters’ association during the years in federal practice. 

I continued the free-lance practice until May of 1990 
when I sold the corporation. The new owners did not work 
out, having marital difficulties, and walked out New Year’s 
Eve, December 31, 1990, leaving us $225,000 poorer. We 

worked the next year completing reporter contracts and 
cleaning up the accounts and I retired January 5, 1992, 

after we built our dream home on a bluff overlooking the Rio 
Grande, the Sandia mountains, and the city of Albuquerque. 

We always thanked cousin William Bullard for the great 
financial help through an inheritance of $120,000 when he 
passed away. 

I love a good party, meeting and visiting with friends, 
classical music, and traveling. I enjoy reminiscing of 
trips and seeing operas or attending symphonic performances 
in Mexico City, Rome, London, Shanghai, New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and Amsterdam." (Autobiography 
Written January, 1996).
